REPORT OF DEDDINGTON PARISH COUNCIL MEETING HELD ON WEDNESDAY 25TH MAY 1983 


Before any council business was covered, the retiring Chairman, Cllr. Ward, 
paid tribute to Cllr. Bill Marshall who died recently following a short 
illness. Cllr. Ward asked the meeting to stand in silence in appreciation 
of "a very capabi and industrious Councillor. 


This months meeting was in two parts, first the Annual Open Meeting with 
five members of the public attending. 


The minutes from last years open meeting were read and approved, and those 
present were asked if they had anything to raise. No matters were raised 

by the public, but the councillors commented on the following:- 

Castle Square Paving ~- said to be very attractive by Cllr. O'Neill, but 

also to present problems by narrowing the road on the bend into the Market 
Place, Could heavy traffic be diverted, verhaps via Earls Lane,it was 

agreed to approach the County Council to express the Parish Councils concern. 
Hempton Road, Cats Eves ~ Clir. Webber requested that the council support 
his efforts to have the cats eyes replaced as soon as possible as their 

' absence was causing a hazard to traffic. Agreed. 


No further business. Meeting closed after 10 minutes 


Parish Council Meeting - Present: Mrs. Cheeseman, Mrs. Robinson (Vice- 
Chairman), Cllrs. Ward (Cnairman)}, Garrett, Garvey, George, Hayward, O'Neill, 
Stevens, Webber. 

Absent: Cllrs. Fuller, Gardener and McKenzie 


Election of Chairman: Mrs. Robinson was unanimously elected Chairman for 

the next two years, and Cllr. Ward was elected Vice-Chairman. Mrs. Robinson 
hoped she woulda be as calm and efficient as her predecessor. 

Correspondence: The Fditor of the Dedding tou News asked for the support of 
the council in its fund raising to buy a second hand typewriter (approx 

£200) including an application to the Cherwell Lottery. Support was approved. 
Wesleyan Reform Chruch confirmed the date for their market stall as 23rd July. 
Deddington P..A. request go slow sijns at Tays Gateway to protect school 
children from speeding traffic. Agreed to write to 0.C.C. and draw their 
attention to the situation. 

The Post Office requested permissior to replace the existing collec’ion box 
in the Post Office wall with a free standing box of larger capacity. Agreed. 
Miss Von Verson complained of the ccndition of the slates on Mr. J. O'Donneli's 
barn in Hopcrafts Lane and asked for the support of the council because of 
the potential danger. Agreed that the Council lend their support for action. 
Mr. Highway asked if the owner of Grove Cottage, High St, had permission 

te use the premises for trading as The Studio and Gallery. Permission had 
not been sought, and it was agreed that action should be taken, especially 
due to the problem with traffic at that pos_tion. 

The 0.C.C. reported plans for exploritary petrol drilling in the area, and 
that the Clifton/Hempton Road would be used for associated traffic. 

French Twinning Association sent a list of towns electing for twinning with 
an English town, asking if Deddington would be interested. Councillors agreed 
not to take things up due to the expense which could be involved. 

Windmill Committee asked permission for a stall under the town hall on June 
lith to display future plans, etc. Approved. 

Crossroads ~ A423/B4031. Cllr. Cheeseman reported a very dangerous temporary 
service at this junction following work by the Gas Board. It was agreed that 
the Board be asked to ensure that road surfaces are not left in a dangerous 
condition. The staggered traffic lights were also causing problems - again 
Clir. Cheeseman reported a dangerous situation partly by the staggered 
timing , and also due to some very short 'green lights'. It was agreed that 
the 0.C.C. be requested to return the timing of the lights to their 

original condition. 

OALC Membership (local councils association) was due at £92.50 for 1 year. 
Councillors doubted the advantages of membership and it was agreed to save 
the money and not renew for a trial 12 month period. 

Windmill Centre - Progress Report by Mr. Broadbent of the Windmill Centre 
Finance Committee. Drawings have been received from the architect giving 
sufficient detail for a Bill of Quantities to be raised to obtain a better 
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estimate of the cost cf materials involved. The developers, Rockwell 
Construction, do not intend taking further action until they have a 
binding contract with tne council. Talks are continuing with the planning 
authority, and eventualiy a joint application would be made by the 
developer and the Committee. Mr. Broadbent and Mr. Forsyth requested a 
private meeting at the close of the council meeting. 
Vacancy for_a Councillor. This is to be declared at next months council 
meeting, and councillors were asked to give some thought to the possible 
co-opting of a replacement (N.B. Any villager interested in standing 
should contact a councillor, cr the clerk Mr. Gardener at 23 The Daedings).

Bill was 68 and although he "retired" some years ago from his 
principal work with BOCM (he was awareded the MBE in 1974 for his services 
+o agriculture and broadcasting) he continued to work full-time as 
Secretary/ireasurer to the Farm Buildings Association, a national 
organisation for all those concerned with the improvement of farm buildings.

The River Swere Boat Race was originally held as part of the 
Barfords Jubilee celebrations in 1977 and has always attracted a large 
entry and a huge crowd of spectators. 

The race starts just upstream of the bridge at Barford St. 
Michael and competitors start two boats at a time at one minute intervals 
On the signal, the boats are towed underneath the bridge where the water 
is only a few inches deep and on down stream for about 40 yards where, 
just before the first bend, the water deepens sufficiently for the crews 
to climb in (or on) their craft. Capsizes are common at this point and 
this is a popular vantase point for spectators. 

The intreped mariners then have to negotiate a seemingly never 
ending series of bends, at the same time avoiding slower competitors and 
the odd wreck that didn't quite make it. Safety is assured though, as 
the water is never much more than 3 feet deep so non swimmers can always 
touch bottom. 

Most competitors complete the course in 12 to 15 minutes, 
though the race record is under 10 minutes and 25 minute times have been 
recorded. 

The boats themselves are built from a wondrous variety of 
materials which float : lorry and tractor inner tubes, polythene druus 
and polystyrene blocks being popular. Tin baths are always a common 
sight (with or without taps!) and even plastic drain pipes have been used. 

Many crews dress-up both the boat and themselves and compete 
for the trophy for the best-dressed boat and crew. 

Entry to the field for the spectators is 20p and there is ample 
free car parking. Hot dogs, drinks, sweets, etc. will be on sale in the 


field.

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DASDINIUN (AD 1049), DADINIONs (1083), DADYNGTON (1292) or DEDDINGTON (1983) 
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HISTORY OF DiwvTnGTOn 


The original name DAMDINSUN implied it was the tovm of the Daedings, the 
descendants of a settler or owner, The suffix 'tun' denoting an enclosure 
which was formed from open land or waste. In the Domesday Book (1083 -86) 
Daedintun was anong the possessions of ODO, Bishop of Bayeux (half brother of 
Jillian the Congucror) and its worth measured in serfs, villeins (dependants 
obliged to perform certain fixed services), Bordars (cottagers also obliged 
to perform compulsory services) and Thancs (similar to knights). 

In 1537, the ‘manor! of Deddington was granted by the King to Sir Thomas 
POpe, verhaps the most famous of all those whose origin can be actually 
traced to Dedvington. He founded Trinity College, Oxford in 1555. Another 
famous visitor was Charles 1 in 1644, after the Battle of Cropredy Bridge. 
Just read this description from the Diary of a Captain Symonds, an officer 
in the King's service. You can really fecl the atmosphere:- 

“wunday morning, about four of the clock, his majestie, with all his army, 
drum beating, colours flying, and trumpets soundings, marched through 
Middleton Cheney, from thence to Farmigo, where Sir Rowland Egerton hath a 
howse; from thence by Aynhoc-on-the-hill to where the Lord Wilmott hath a 
faire seat. Here a trumpett of Waller cane, and exchanged 60 and od 
prisoners of ours ‘taken, which were all they tooke, wee having a hundred 
more. The King Lay at Deddington. From Dedington the army marched Tuesday 
morning by where the Lord Viscount Falkland hath a faire howse, Com. Oxon; 
thence that night to Morton Henmarsh, where nis majestie lay. From thence, 
his inzajestie, with his whole army, marched over the Cotswold hills, with 
colours flying to roadway, thence to Evesham that night, where he lay". 

It appears from this that the arny proceeded to Adderbury, while the King 
renained at Ded¢ington for the night. Sir Edward Walker, who was also in 
attendance stated more clearly that he “slept at the Parsonage". Deddington 
was one of the outposts of the contending armics during the civil war so 
must have had a fair share of trouble during this time.

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In. 1766 Dr. Plot, a historian made the following remarks in speaking of

sometincs porhaps knocks them from their horses; the grcat design of the 
sport boing to try the agility both of horse and man, and to break the 
board, which whoever docs is for that time the winner", 
He further obsorves that now this is "only in request at marriages, and set 
up in the way for young mon to ride as they carry home the bride, he that 
breaks the board being counted the best man".

During an early morning walk in May, I disturbed two vairs of nesting 
lapwing. ‘They must both have had nests in the one field and as I walked by in 
the lane, I was suddenly swooped at with angry cries, first by one pair and 
then by the second pair. The lapwing, sometimes ca alled the peewit because of 
its cry, belongs to the plover family, and though really a bird of the moor- 
lands for nesting, they do sometimes nest in arable fields in the midlands 
and south of England. With their rounded wings they will fearlessly dive and 
flap at intruders near their well concealed ground nests and sometimes crash 
into & person or dog for venturing too near. 

Later on the same walk I was angrily asked to move on by a white-throat 
with harsh "tac tac! cries when obviously too near its nest in a scrubby hedge 

Iwo species of birds with their protective alarm behaviour were stretched 
to the fullest to look after their young. ‘The time for r aring the young is so 
short, especially for migrant birds. Tho nest must be made and the young 
maken ready to feed when the right food is plentifully availablc, or they 
will be too lato to be wature cnough to fly south to warmer lands at the end 
of the suimmer, ilay and June arc months of great activity for birds, and in 
July and August they stov singing so much, for they have no longer.the young 
and the nest site to protect. Now they must foed up and put on weight for 
the long migratory flight.

One member of the public suggested that plans of the New Centre 
should be exhibited, possibly in the Market Square, with members of 
the committee and representatives of user clubs being on hand to 
answer questions raised. Details of Treasurers Reports also to be 
made available. This was thought to be a good idea and relevant 
permissions are to be sought and a date arranged. 
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The Windmill Centre Committee will be represented at a Stall in 
the Market Square on SATURDAY llth JUNE 1983. (subject to relevant 
permission being obtained), and will welcome enquiries and offers 
of help.
